Ball said we had heard 
nothing from Rome about being able to get an audience 
for G to see the Pope. We have spoken to the Papal Charge. 

Ball said there was one problem. Read has reported that 
he has heard from Helms that they have a report in from their 
man in Rangoon that Byroade has made contact. Ball said 
Helms is raising the question as to what gives. Ball thought 
a decision had to be made as to what to tell him. McB said 
he was inclined to tell him. Ball informed McB that he had 
played golf with Raborn yesterday and Rabom had spent the
